Province Will Make Awards 
To ^Master Farm Families” 


Alberta's Minister of Agriculture 
the Honourable D.A. Ure, has an¬ 
nounced that nominations for the 
1049 Master Farm. Family award 
can now be made. Nomination 
forms will be available from of¬ 
fices of District Agriculturists, and 
must be filed by July 1, 1949. 

Set up to honor farm families 
who have achieved notable suc¬ 
cess in farming, homemaking and 
citizenship, the Master Farrr\ 
Family Program will be conduct¬ 
ed by the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture. Nominees for the a- 
ward must be Canadian citizens, 
actually operating a farm, and 
the head of the family must have 
spent at least ten consecutive 
years on a from, including mili¬ 
tary service if any. Nominations 
must be signed by three neighbors 
and accepted by the nominee. 

After the closing date for filing 
of nominations, the nominees will 
be judged. The Province has been 
divided into five zones, in each of 
• which a Master Farm Family may 
be named providing the standard 
attained is satisfactory. Final sel¬ 
ection of the Master Farm Fami¬ 
lies will be made by a committee 
of five representing the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta, the farmers of 
the Province and farm women. 

The basis of award will be de¬ 
termined by judging such factors 
as the Home and Farmstead. Op¬ 
eration and Organization of the 
Farm, Family and Community 
Life, and Management and Busin¬ 
ess Methods. Each of these gener¬ 
al divisions will be subdivided into 
several sections for purposes of 
scoring. *s , • 

Families who are narded as 
Master Farm Families will re¬ 
ceive a cash award of $1,000.00, 
and a suitable trophy. It is also 
intended that some form of rec¬ 
ognition of a Master Farm Fam¬ 
ily be placed at the entrance to 
the farm.

Project Now Under Way 


Should Not Grow 
Unlicensed Variety 

(By H.G.L. Strange) 

The reputation of Canadian 
wheat on world’s markets,-as ev¬ 
eryone knows, depends on the 
maintenance of high quality, some¬ 
times called "strength.” As long 
ns this high quality of "strength" 
is upheld, our wheat will command 
a premium over the price of our 
competitors’ wheats and in addition 
will have priority of sales. High 
quality comes mainly from the use 
of certain vareities only which 
haye been tested for quality and 
which have been licenced by .the 
Canadian Government. It is im¬ 
portant, then, that farmers should 
use only these few licenced var¬ 
ieties. From time to time, however 
some people bring into Canada, 
and endeavor to sell to farmers, 
varieties'which have a good rep¬ 
utation in the United States and 
other countries, and which suit 
th-eir conditions," but which have 
been found on test to be inferior 
to our Canadian standard of qual¬ 
ity which is Marquis. These for¬ 
eign varieties are not licensed and 
it is illegal to sell the seed of such 
varieties. Farmers, therefore, for 
their own sake should do their 
liest to uphold the quality of Can¬ 
adian wheat, and so use only lic¬ 
ense varieties, and should avoid 
such American varieties, for in¬ 
stance, as Mida. Premier, Pilot 
and Rival.

$100,000 Hospital Program for 
Tuberculosis Control AnnouncetT 


How United Nations truce teams on the widely-scattered fighting 
fronts in Palestine kept in touch with each other is shown in this 
photo of one of the key stations in a U.N.-organized radio network 
covering Palestine and Rhodes.

A $100,000 program of assistance 
to hospitals in Alberta was part 
of a ten-year plan for tuberculosis 
control announced by E. H, Read, 
retiring president of the Alberta 
Tuberculosis Association, at the 
tenth annual meeting of the As¬ 
sociation, held Sunday at the Pol- 
iser Hotel, Calgary. 

Mr. Read said that in approxi¬ 
mately 200,000 annual admissions 
to the Alberta hospitals there 
would probably be between 350 
and 450 cases of active tuberculos¬ 
is as well ns a much larger num¬ 
ber of cases of inactive disease and 
a great many other abnormal con* 
ditkins. most of them totally un¬ 
suspected by patient or doctor. 
Many would be infectious and 
therefore dangerous to nurses and 
other patients. 

The Association has offered 
grants of $1,500 to any hospital in 
Calgary. Edmonton, Lethbridge 
and Medicine Hat, and $1,000 to 
any other hospital in the province 
that would undertake to X-ray all 
admissions at a nominal cost to 
the patient. As H ere are about 10(1 
hospitals in Alberta that could 
fulfil such an undertaking, the 
entire cost to the Association is 
expected to be $100,000 or more. 

Other points in the ten-year 
plan include stepping-up of the 
whole case-finding program, ex¬ 
pansion of the health education 
work and still greater assistance 
to patients and ex-patients in the 
field of vocational training and re¬ 
habilitation. 

C. Robert Dickey, general sec¬ 
retary. reported that 528.000 free 
chest X-rays had now been given 
to Alberta residents by the 
Christmas Seal mobile chest X- 
tay units, in cooperation with the 
provincial department of health. 
Active tuberculosis was found in 
800 cases examined, there were 
over 5,0000 cases of Inactive T R , 
and more than 16.000 “other ab¬ 
normalities" including cancer, 
heart disease and many others. 

Christmas Seal receipts in Hie 
1948-49 campaign were reported 
as being $136,135. compared with 
$10,000 in 1938. There were 77.000 
individual contributions making 
up the total, averaging $1.81 per 


contributor. Mr. Dickey said that 
in order to carry on the work of 
the Association already in pro¬ 
gress. and to make passible the 
completjon of the ten-year plan 
announced by ‘Mr. Read, annual 
receipts ( mus| reach and remain at 
about $150,000. He said thnt as 
jong as tuberculosis killed 5,000 
Canadians per year, it was neces¬ 
sary to raise and spend still great¬ 
er sums of money.

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Menace of Fire 

(High River Times) 

As our neighbors says: “It was long day and we 
just got to talking." We talked about grass fires 
round town, and the heavy stands of dried grass 
which are constituting a dangerous fire hazard in 
many parts of the town. Then we went on speculat¬ 
ing on the prospects of a dry year, find turned back 
to dry years of the past and the “fire” years we 
could recall, all with their bearing on the extra 
precautions which seem to be advisable this year. 

Most people apparently agree that 1910 was the 
dryest of all the droughty years within their recol¬ 
lection. They call it "the year of Halley's comet” 
and almost everyone living in these parts at that 
time can rake some personal experience linked 
with that parched and unfruitful year. 

But of all the experience nothing remains so viv¬ 
idly In memory as the forest fires in the late sum¬ 
mer of 1910. Out of the blistering droughty weeks 
came the outbreak in the mountains, sweeping the 
higher foothill country from the Highwood to the 
Old Man river. All the foothill ranches in that area 
were in imminent danger and for weeks the towns 
and plains for a distance of forty miles were bathed 
in murky yellow glare and sprinkled with ashes. 

And it must be remembered that there were no 
tractors nor mechanized equlpmnt to combat such a 
catastrophe. It was all horse power and manpower. 
There was no connecting telephones, no cars, no 
radios. All that townspeople' ccmld learn of the 
actual danger was by watching the flames that 
towered or ebbed from night to night on the west¬ 
ern horizeon. Word (night come in from the oc¬ 
casional messenger on horseback, or from a 
freighter coming in for supplies, but there were no 
day-by-day reports. 

There were urgent demands for help, wired to the 
federal government, but ranchprs could waste no 
time in waiting. They organized themselves in fire 
fighting groups to defend their ranch homes. One 


headquarters was the Bar U ranch, another was the 
Riley and Thomson Upper ranch. 

The late Senator Riley often spoke of that epic 
battle. All the ranches of the Willow Creek section 
sent thetK ^fighting men to the Riley Upper ranch 
and Harry^'Weslrop was named Captain. They 
divided up on shifts and areas of special danger, 
battling the outbreaks which leaped from point to 
point alarmingly and apparently without cause. 

All sorts of primitive but effective measures were 
used. They set back fires, ploughed fireguards 
established lookouts to warn of fresh outbreaks. 
Prior to that time there had never been. chipmunks 
on the east slope ranches, but the chipmunks in 
hordes poured over the ridges and down the slopes 
till the ranch yard was full of them all heading 
east. The deer too, headed east, literally brushing 
shoulders with men in their path. 

The Senator used to recall little incidents In 
connection with the fight. He told: “I remember 
by brother-in-law, Fult Thomson, . and myself 
coming in from a' long day of riding and threshing 
out flames talking of the comfort of stretching out 
on a bed for a few hours. But when we got to the 
ranchhouse every foot of space was occupied by 
played-out cowboys, snatching a few hours before 
relieving the working shift. You couldn’t put a foot 
down without stepping on a leg or an arm. We tried 
the stable but it was full of dead-beat horses. So we 
grabbed a pair of blankets and were thankful to bed 
down in the corral. Anyway it didn't matter. We 
never did make use of a bed for three straight 
weeks. Tension never eased day or night as timber 
crackled round about and flames leaped for miles 
to break out in new spots." 

"But after three weeks." he recalled "the worst 
of the fire was turned back to burn itself out in 
valleys farther west. By that time a great fire¬ 
guard had been ploughed clear from the Highwood 
to the Old Man River. It was quite a picture to see 
those brawny ploughmen with 6-horse teams going 
as fast as they could travel. The plough would 
strike an old stump or hidden rock and the driver 
would he tossed into the air like a feather. But 
down he'd come, right the plough, and be going 
again with scarcely a moment los*. Long after the 
worst ■ danger was over, with seared trees and 
blackned stumps as evidence of what we had nar¬ 
rowly escaped, wagons filled with barrels of water, 
were kept on steady patrol. The slimmest curl of 
smoke meant glowing embers under the surface, 
ready to spring with the first gust of wind. It was 
touch and go to save the ranches, but not one home 
was lost nor any stock that we. had count of.” 

That was the big fire of 1910, and there have- 
been others since, though scarcelv of such mag¬ 
nitude. There are many in this district who were 
fighters bn that battle front of 19X0. Little winder 
that ranchers are ever vigilant and apprehensive 

Fire is a fearsome thing whether it be in town or 
village, on farm lands, nr sweeping across ranch 
range. The scope of the havoc is unpredictable, and 
too often it is the result of carelessness. Be careful. 


Limit Signs 
On Highway 

Through J. H. Holloway, direct¬ 
or of Town Planning in Alberta, 
the following information is given 
on regulations respecting signs and 
billboards dn the main highways. 

Outside of incorporated • cities, 
towns and villages, no person, cor¬ 
poration or religious or political 
body may install any device bear¬ 
ing advertising or promotional 
matter so as to be visible from any 
numbered highway, unless it is on 
the advertiser's own premises 
where he transacts his "business. 
On business premises adjacent to 
a main highway, signs indicating 
the nature of the goods for sale 
or the services offered may be 
placed, but they must not be more 
than 100 feet away from the main 
buildlqg in which the business is 
conducted, nor may they be closer 
than 27 feet to the limit of the 
highway right-of-way, nor must 
they be so large, numerous or dil¬ 
apidated as to be of unsightly ap¬ 


pearance. 

Apart from this exception, the 
only other signs allowed on or ad¬ 
jacent to main highways are di¬ 
rectional signs essential for the 
guidance of the travelling public, 
for which permits must be obtain¬ 
ed before they are erected. In 
special cases, permits for other 
types of signs of general benefit 
or convenience to the publitf may 
be granted by the provincial Town 
and Rural -Planning Advisory 
Board upon application to my of¬ 
fice. 

The erection of signs in incorp¬ 
orated urban areas or on land ad¬ 
joining local or municipal roads 
is governed by such municipal reg¬ 
ulations as may be in force. The 
provincial regulations outlined 
above refer only to main 'provin¬ 
cial highways under direct admini’ 
st ration of the province. 

It is the object of these regulat¬ 
ions to preserve the attractive ap¬ 
pearance of the Alberta country¬ 
side and to reduce accidents by 
banning roadside features which 
may unecessarlly distract the at¬ 
tention of motorists from their 
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“The Business 
That Rests On Its Oars

Hon. George A. Drew’ is a man 
of commanding stature and ap¬ 
pearance, vigorous and effective 
in speech and in public service; 
A fighting man who returned the 
Progressive Conservative Party to 
power in Ontario; a leader whose 
political record was so impressive¬ 
ly good in that well governed pro¬ 
vince that he became the logical 
choice of the national convention 
of the party in Ottawa last aut¬ 
umn. 

He was born May 7, 1894, in 
Guelph, Ontario, the son of the 
late John H. Drew, K.C. of that 
city and of his wife, the former 
Annie I. S. Gibbs He was the 
grandson of the late George A. 
Drew, Q.C., M.P., who was a merrf- 
ber of the first Parliament of Con¬ 
federation and later Senior Judge 
of the County Court of Wellington 
Ontario. 

He went to school at Guelph, at 
Upper Canada College and at the 
University of Toronto, entering 
the legql profession as did his 
father and grandfather before 
him. 

When 16 years of age and still 
a student at Guelph Collegiate In¬ 
stitute, he joined the 16th Battery, 
Canadian Artillery, and when the 
first w’orld war broke out he went 
overseas from the University cam¬ 
pus as that battery’s youngest of¬ 
ficer. 

Early in 1916 he was severely 
wounded in France and invalided 
home, but instead of being dis¬ 
charged he wfTS named to com¬ 
mand the 64th Battery and by the 
time, he w’as 23 years old he was 
serv-ltjg as 4 Colonel. 

After the war, Colonel Drew re¬ 
turned fo the University of Tor¬ 
onto and..in 1920 was called to the 
bar, practicing at Guefph. 

•His interest in politics was al¬ 
ready strong and in 1922 he was 
elected to the city council as an 
alderman and after three terms 
was elected Mayor of Guelph at 
the age of 31 years. 

In the meantime his professional 
ability has been recognized and by 
1926 he was Master of the Sup¬ 
reme Court of Ontario. In 1931 he 
was appointed Chairman of the 
Ontario Securities Corporation, a 
post he held until 1934. 

Colonel Drew was a keen stud¬ 
ent of military problems and 
greatly interested in the welfare 
of ex-servicemen. His studies and 
experience, made bim an outspok¬ 
en critic of military policy and 
foreign affairs expressed in sev¬ 
eral . books and. many magazine 
articles. Books he wrote include 
"Canada's Fighting Airmen;” "The 
Truth About the War;” "Salesmen 
of Death;” “Tell Britain;” and 
"The Truth About War Debts." 

In 1920 he took command of the 
16th Battery in Guelph, retaining 
this until 1929 when he was offer¬ 
ed command of the 11th Field 
Brigade which won the Shaughn- 
essy Cup for general efficiency in 
the three years following. 

Col. Drew was appointed chair¬ 
man of the Conservative Cam¬ 
paign Committee for Ontario in 
1936. He was elected provincial 
leader of the party In 19.38 and 
entered the legislature for Simcoe 
East the following year. 

He bacame premier of Ontario 
on August 17. 194.3. and twice af¬ 
ter this date conducted successful 
general elections in that province. 
At the general election on June 
7. 1918, his government was re¬ 
turned to power with 5.3 seats out 
of a total of 90 

On October 2, 1948. the closing 
day of the three day National 
Convention of the Progressive 
Conservative Party, he was chosen

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TREATED SEED GRAINS 
FOUND FATAL TO HOGS 

Every year, usually during the 
spring, there are reports of losses 
of hogs which have been led treat¬ 
ed seed grains. Sometimes the 
deaths are claimed to be the re¬ 
sult of feeding purchased grain 
which might have been treated 
with a fungicide. 

To test the possibly poisonous 
nuture of treated seed oats, an ex¬ 
periment was run last summer by 
the Division of Animal Husbandry, 
Veterinary Medicine, of the Un¬ 
iversity of Minnesota. 

'Growing pigs, ranging in weight 
from 60 to 99 pounds at the be¬ 
ginning of the test, were fed in 
concrete floored pans for varying 
periods of time. As a control, and 
to be sure that the grain was 
normal and undamaged, two of 
the pigs were ted untreated oats. 
These pigs remained healthy and 
made an average rat«,of gain for 
pigs fed only oats and water. 

Plan of Feeding: A portion of the 
same normal oats was removed 
from the bin and treated with 
Ceresan at the rate of H ounce 
per bushel. These treated oats 
were then self-fed as the only 
feed to six thrifty pigs. Below are 
the results: 

The only pigs which were able 
to survive the test were those 
which received treated. oats for 
just ten days. They seemed to re¬ 
main in a healthy condition. 

Two pigs which ate the treated 
oats for twenty days survived that 
period, but died five and nine days 
respectively, after being put back 
on normal feeds at the end of the 
twenty day period. It was planned 
to feed two pigs treated oats for 
thirty days, but one of these pigs 
digd after 27 days. 

The treated oats were less pal¬ 
atable- than normal oats, so the 
last four pigs ate only enough to 
make gains ranging from 4 to 9 
pounds per head for the first 20 
days. After that, they either re¬ 
fused to eat the whole oats or ate 
very little. 

A weak and unsteady gait was 
the first symptom of sickness 
shown by the pigs. It was hard 
for them to get to their feet and 
,they could walk only a few steps. 
Scouring soon developed, and the 
pigs often vomits after eating 
the treated oats. Some of them 
seemed to get dizzy turning around 
in circles. A day or two later, they 
became paralyzed and died. 

Mixed Ration Tested: These tests 
ulso investigated the possibility of 
other feeds. Treated oats were in¬ 
cluded, at the rate of 15 per cent, 
in a mixture of shelled corn, tank¬ 
age, soy bean oilmeal, alfalfa meal

Three pigs were self-fed this 
well-proportioned mixture for 600 
days in dry lot. The average daily 
gain was 1.63 pounds per pig, and 
the pigs appeared to be <normal in 
health. 

During the 60 days, however, 
only 3 ^ bushels of treated oats 
were eaten by the three pigs. Be¬ 
cause so little was consumed, the 
labour cost of handling a spclal 
mixture of feeds was greater than 
the salvage value of the oats. 
There was also considerable waste 
of feeds because the pigs found 
the mixture unpalatable. 

Three similar pigs were fed a 
mixture of the same feeds which 
contained 30 per cent treated 
oats. This feed was so distasteful 
to the pigs that they rooted rAUch 
of it out of the feeder. 

The gain per pig daily was 1.20 
pounds, and they consumed 580 
pounds ol feed for each 100 lbs. 
gain. Thus this plan was consider¬ 
ed unprofitable because the grains 
were slow and because the pigs ate 
approximately 200 pounds of feed 
more per 100 pounds gain than 
pigs of this weight should take. 

Because the feeding of Ceresan- 
treated oats proved so unsatis¬ 
factory in these tests, it is recom¬ 
mended that any surplus seed 
grain not be used for feed.

STORING WINTER CLOTHING 

Clothing articles to be stored for 
a season must be packed in per¬ 
fectly clean condition in order to 
prevent deterioration of fabric by 
dirt and perspiration, advises Miss 
L. Rioux, District Home Economist 
at St. Paul. It is also a good idea 
to make any necessary repairs so 
that the garments will be ready 
lor use when they are unpacked. 
Washable garments should be 
dry cleaned before storing. 

There are several ways of pre¬ 
venting moth infestation of woolen 
garments but their efficiency will 
depend greatly on the cleanliness 
of the articles before storage and 
on the airtightness of the contain¬ 
er. That implies freedom from 
moth infestation to begin with, 
and no further contamination aft¬ 
er storage. Wrapping clothes 
tightly in firm wrapping paper or 
newspaper and sealing the ends 
and edges is recommended. Clothes 
moths will not eat into paper. Be 
careful, however that the paper 
does not get torn. The wrapping 
must be airtight to be effective. 

As an added precaution all clos¬ 
ets or storage spaces should be 
washed and aired and well sprayed 
with a good D.D.T. solution. This 
spraying should be done at inter¬ 
vals during the' summer if moths 
are a problem. These D.D.T. sol¬ 
utions do not injure fabrics so 
can be sprayed onto them, but re¬ 
member that it is the airtight 
wrapping that really ensures moth 
protection. 

When storing containers or box¬ 
es be sure to label them clearly 
with a list of their contents so that 
articles ’.nay be found with a min¬ 
imum of time and effort when

WILL GRASSHOPPERS GET 
GET YOUR CROP?: 

Farmersi in southern Alberta as 
well as in the Provost and Drum- 
heller areas are exposed to a ser¬ 
ious grasshopper outbreak this 
year. So far the weather has been 

on the side of_Hie grasshoppers. 

If this weather continues an early 
outbreak is expected before the 
crops get really started. It is here 
that the danger lies, older hoppers 
and a young succulent crop can 
mean a complete loss of the crop. 
Farmers are warned to prepare 
themselves for the attack against 
this pest. 

W. Lobay, Supervisor of Crop 
Protection, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, advises that baits will 
be available at bait mixing stat¬ 
ions established at strategic points 
throughout the infested areas. 
Newly mixed baits will contain 
the insecticide, Chlordane, as the 
active grasshopper killing agent. 
Chlordarie possesses certain ad¬ 
vantages over sodium arsenite and 
sodium fluosilicate used in previ¬ 
ous years.

Mr. St. I^aurent was Chairman 
ot the Canadian Delegation at the 
second part of the First Session 
of the United Nations General As¬ 
sembly in New York in October 
1946, and at the Second Session of 
the Assembly in September, 1947. 

At the national convention of 
the Liberal Party, summoned by 
the National' Liberal Federation, 
in August 194S, to select a succes¬ 
sor to the retiring Liberal Party 
l.eader, n the Right Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King, Mr. St. Laurent 
was chosen to succeed Mr. King 
in that office. 

On September 10, 1948, Mr. St. 
Laurent again became Minister of 
Jusice and Acting Prime Minister 
while Mr. King was at the Third 
Session of the General Assembly

He served as council on the 
Kowel-Sirois Commission on Dom¬ 
inion-Provincial Relations immed¬ 
iately prior to the war. 

On December, 10, 1941, Mr. St. 
Laurenf succeeded, late Rt. Hon. 
Ernest Lapointe as Minister of 
Justice and Attorney General for 
Canada. He was elected to the 
House of Commons in the Quebec 
East constituency in a by-election. 
1942, and in the general elections 
in 1945. |
